MEANING OF N.H.N.A. SEAL 

The official N.H.N.A. seal as shown on 
cover was designed by Marvin Perkins, Con- 
cord. The nine -sided nonagon and the nine 
stars in the corners mean that New Hamp- 
shire was the ninth state of the United 
States, making the two-thirds of original 
13 colonies required to ratify the Con- 
stitution before it was officially adop- 
ted. The 1963 at the bottom is date that 
N.H.N.A. was organized. 

The state flower, purple lilac, is 
shown at top of shield. The clasped hands 
show one larger hand clasped around the 
smaller, indicating friendship and the 
encouragement of junior members by older 
members. Thirteen stars in the center 
mean that N.H. was one of original 13 
colonies. The lamp indicates knowledge 
and learning. "E. Pluribus Unum" means 
From Many One , signifying the uniting of 
many coin clubs and individuals in one 
organization. 

Superimposed on the sides of the 
shield are the state emblem, "Old Man of 
the Mountain" on right, and on left the 
design of a Moulton, N.H. "cent".

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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Chapter 3 - State Bank Notes (Cont.) 

The scandal of the "Amherst Bubble" (l) and suspension of payments by other banks 
in 1809 doubtless discouraged formation of new banks and made it more difficult to get 
legislative approval. The Rockingham Bank of Portsmouth was the only new bank formed 
in the 1810 to 1820 period , becoming in 1813 the 10th bank established in New Hampshire 
The $3 note pictured inside cover is a modified Perkins Patent Steel Plate type. There 
were $1 and $2 notes of the same type. The saying "phoney as a $3 bill" did not apply 
in those days, as $3 was a common denomination used by many banks. This bank later 
issued another $3 bill with portraits of Webster, Calhoun, and Clay, which was part of 

a series which included $1, $2, $5, $10, $50, and $100 denominations. Descriptions 

sound very attractive and the opportunity of seeing them would be much appreciated. 
Since the state bank became the Rockingham National Bank in 1865 it is probable that 
most of the notes were redeemed and destroyed. 

The Grafton Bank, Haverhill, became the new name of an old bank in 1821 when the 
old Coos Bank founded in 1803 decided to change its name. Possibly their suspension 
of payments in 1809-10 kept the bank from having the best reputation, or association 
of Coos with area to the north which is now Coos County made it desirable to use the 
name of the county in which they were located. Change of name did not solve all their 
problems as they suspended specie payments again in 1837 and were liquidated in 1857. 
$1, $3, and $10 notes of the Grafton Bank are known, printed by Murray, Draper , Fairman 
& Co. The Coos Bank issues included 50^S, $1, $2, two varieties each of $3 and $5 and 

a $20, The $20 note appears to be a "proof" note and may not have been issued. It was 

engraved by Reed and is similar to the $2 Concord note shown in the last issue. 

Memories are short, it seems, for in 1822 a new bank was chartered in Amherst, 
locale of the Hillsborough Bank debacle in 1809. The Farmers Bank issued $1 notes of 
a common Perkins Plate type. Few specimens survived, indicating solvency and redemp- 
tion of notes when presented. 

The Claremont Bank established in 1822 in Claremont also issued a $1 Perkins Plate 
note like that of the Farmers Bank. One specimen seen was dated 1838. Some records 
show that a new Claremont Bank was established in 1847. However, the scarcity of the 
early notes indicates that notes were redeemed. Perhaps it merely changed ownership in 
1847. The new bank issued an attractive series of notes around i860 with values over- 
printed in red. Most common note from this bank is a $5 note with eagle, ships, and 
anchor which is sometimes found marked "counterfeit". Since the bank became the Clare- 
mont National Bank in 1864 and was required to redeem the former bank's notes for 
several years, it seems likely that most of those extant are counterfeits. However, 
it was not uncommon for private bank notes to be marked "counterfeit" when they were 
genuine but not redeemable. The Suffolk Bank in Boston which acted as a clearing 
house may have marked the worthless notes. It was reported that some banks declared 
their own genuine notes to be counterfeit as a ruse to avoid payment. 

The Connecticut River Bank, Charlestown, was established in 1823 and issued a 
complete set of notes from $1 to $100 with two minor varieties of the $1 note. Few 
of these survived as the bank prospered and became the Connecticut River National 
Bank, Jan. 1, 1865. The $1 shown was redeemed in 1876, punch cancelled and saved as 
a curiosity. Rawdon, Wright, & Hatch, Boston, supplied these notes.
